Information about Florida's weather 


was murdered just before a big 
snow storm. Are the two,con- 
nected? Is there a seasonal 
killer wandering the streets of 
Minneapolis? You'll have to 
pick up the book to find out the 
answer. 

You may not like the answers 
in another new novel about the 
weather and meteorologists. In 
Heavy Weather (Bantan Books, 
1995), author Bruce Sterling 
describes a world where the 
weather has gone wild. The 
ozone is gone. The climate has 
changed dramatically. The gov- 
ernment is in disarray. 

Heavy Weather tells the sto- 
ry of a group of "battle-hard- 
ened" weather nérds and mete- 
orologists living independently 
on the desolate plains of what 
was north Texas. The group is 
in pursuit of one goal-to docu- 
ment the first F6 tornado. 

In the real world, án F6 tor- 
nado can never be attained, An 
F5 tornado, which can have 
winds between 261 and 318 
mph, is a very rare event. 

Yet, Heavy Weather is not 
the real world. In this climate- 
ravaged period in the near 
future, an F6 is possible and 
meteordlogist Jerry Mulcahey 
and his hand of weather buffs 
chase and sometimes catch tor- 
nadoes. 

If you're interested in a book 
about the real world of Florida 
weather let me recommend 
The Climate and Weather of 
Florida. (Pineapple Press, 
1994). Written by James-Hen- 
ry, Kenneth Portier and Jan 
Coyne, the book, which does 
read like a textbook at times, is 
an examination of the weather 
їп the Sunshine State. 

The authors explain how our 
weather works with a special 
focus on thunderstorms, torna- 
does and hurricanes. There is 
also a chapter on what changes 
in the world's climate would do 
to the weather in Florida. If 
you're interested in the weath- 
er you'll want to check out 
these three books.

Domestic violence is the 
actual victimization of a person 
with whom the abuser Has or 


,has had an intimate and/or 


romantic relationship. The vic- 
tim and the batterer often 
share some of the same risk 
factors: 1. They witnessed 
paréntal violence as a child or 
adolescent, and 2. They experi- 
enced physicel or sexual abuse 
as a child or adolescent. Power 
and control are the motivation 
for ‘most batterers. They use 
intimidation, emotional abuse, 
isolation, minimizing, denying 
and blaming, coercion and 
threats, economic abuse, male 
privilege, and even use chil- 
dren to gain that power and 
control. 

There are three common 
phases to most abuse which is

In phase one there is incréased 
tension between the partners; 
where the victim feels like.they 
must "walk on- eggshells" to 
avoid any conflict. Lots of 
anger, blaming and arguing 
also can occur. Phase two (also 
known as the "Big Bang") is 
when the actual battering, hit- 
ting, slapping, kicking, chok- 
ing, or оёе of objects or 
weapons, takes place. Sexual 
abuse and verbal threats and 
abuse can also occur. This 
phase is usually the shortest 
and most violent phase, and 
happens often on holidays and 
weekends. 

Phase three is the calm 
stage. Generally the man will 
deny the violence, say he was 
drunk, зау; he's sorry, and. 
promise that it will never hap- 
pen again. Because the victim 
usually wants to believe him, 
she sees his remorse, possibly 
the gifts he brings, and she 
usually does not leave him at 
this time. 

As the frequency’ of the 
"cycle" increases, the longer 
they remain in the relation- 
ship, the more violent it 
becomes. It is imperative to 
formulate a safety plan. In Q 
many communities there are 
now shelters for battered wom- 
en and children can remain 
with the mothers for up to six 
weeks. Locally the YWCA has 
a Domestic Violence Hotline:

Governor Lawton Chiles recently hailed the 
continued stability of workers' compensation 
rates in Florida as proof his landmark reform 
efforts are producing positive results for the 
state's businesses and their employees. 

For the third year in a row, the National 
Council on Compensation Insurance, Inc. 
(NCCI) — the industry's rate-setting arm -- has 
announced that it will not increase the premi- 
ums Florida businesses pay on workers' com- 
pensation insurance: 

"The NCCI's decision to hold the line on rates 
marks the end of an erà where Florida business- 
es suffered greatly from skyrocketing workers' 
comp rates and ushers in a new era of better 
economic opportunity for our businesses and 
their workers," Governor Chiles said.

The state's 
business leaders are hailing the NCCI's decision 
to keep rates stable as good news for Florida. 

"No rate increase this year is more significant 
than past rate-reductions because it is a true 
reflection of the market," National Federation 
Independent Business Florida Director Bill Her- 


‘rle said. "This act$ori shows us that the reform

"The Florida Chamber and its business com- 
munity members are delighted by the announce- 
ment of no further workers’ comp rate increase 
for next year,” Florida Chamber of Commerce 
General Counsel Jim Brainerd said.

employ them by gaining passage of a workers' 
comp reform package that slashes rates by more 
than 25 percent. 

The legislation marked a move away from a 
system driven by litigation and delays toward a 
system built on mediation and strong incentives 
to return to work. 

Major provisions of the 1993 workers’ compen: 
sation reforms include: 
* access to prompt, quality medical care for 
injured employees through the expanded use of 
managed care; 
* an emphasis on mediation rather than litiga- 
tion as the primary means for resolving dis- 
putes;

* new incentives for employees to return to 
work, along with stronger incentives for husi- 
nesses to re-employ them;

This reform package is one of the most impor- 


tant economic development initiatives ever · 


undertaken in the state. 

Since becoming law, the Governor's workers’ 
compensation reforms have helped to create a 
10 to 27 percent rate reduction for many Florida 
employers, produce a 54 percent drop in the 
number of "petition for benefits" filed during the 
first six.months of 1994 as compared to the first 
six months of 1993, and a 47 percent drop iti the

Households that list income information and receive meal benefits 
must report to the school any decreases in household size and any 
increases in income of over $50 per month or $600 per year. House- 
holds that list a food stamp or AFDC case number must report to the 
school when food stamps or AFDC is no longer received. ` 

Applications may be submitted at any timé during the year. 

Under the provisions of the free and reduced price meal policy, 
School food service managers will review applications and determine 
eligibility. If a parent or guardian is dissatisfied with the ruling of 
the official, he/she may wish to discuss the decision with the deter- 
mining official on an informal basis. If the parent wishes to make a 
formal appeal, he/she may make a request either orally or in writing 
to Joy B. Miltenberger, director of school food service, 7061 Garden 
Road, Riveria Beach, FL 33404, for a hearing to appeal the decision. 
The policy contains an outline of the hearing procedure. 

If a household member becomes unemployed or if the household 
size changes, the school should be contacted. Such changes may 
make the children of the household eligible for reduced price meals, 
or for additional benefits such as free meals for them, if the house- 
hold income falls at or below the levels shown above. 

In the operation of child feeding programs administered by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, no child will be discriminated 
against because of race, color, sex, national origin, age or handicap. If 
‘any member of a household believes he'has been discriminated 
against, he should write immediately to the Secretary of Agriculture, 
Washington, D.C. 20250.
